- Work Of The Pionéers 


Mr, Hill's address was as follows:

This was the 
real beginning of practical wireless 
telegraphy. Two further accidental 
discoveries led to the invention of 
the necessary means of detecting 
the presence of Herzian waves. In 
1881 Onesti discovered that loosely 


» Scattered metal filings had a ten- 


dency to'cohere when an adjacent 
coll or wire, which had been pre- 
viously elettrified was inpulsively 
 @ischarged. Further experiments 
showed that while’ metal filings 
Jnosely packed in.a glass tube offer- 
“ed a high resistance to the passage 
“of an electric current through 
them. the passing ot .2 current 
«round the tube caused‘ the filings 
to cohere, thus greatly diminishing 
the resistance.

THE LIE BEHIND 
ARMAMENT 


It is generally ‘believed that the 
Disarmameiit Conference which 
leassembled recently. at Geneva 
had: possibly the. last: chance to 
attack, by the direct method of 
reduting armaments, the issues of. 
peace and wars. The peoples tn- 
day are clinging to the slightest 
hope that any formula for lmit- 
ing the weapons of war will be 
accepted by all concerned at this 


eleventh hour. It was-a difficult’ 


enough. problem when the Con- 
terence was first convened, some 
two' years ago, and when with the 
Conference but a few weeks, old, 
Chancellor Bruening and M. ‘Her- 
not offered what ,.was ‘considered 
the most liberal possihle terms 
to each other. The position to-day 
‘s vastly different, Germany with 
dts, industrial. strength coupled 
with the disciplined man power of 
‘er. storm troopers .and -Franc2 
behind {ts line of steel and con- 
crete rimming the eastern fron- 
tiers. . 

These oiitward armaments ere 
not the cause- but the result of 
‘dnward tensions, and every effort 
to“attack these tensions by limit- 
ing the manifestations has led to 
failure; nothing has got through 
the entanglements of steel to the 
mentality. ‘hehind it, though it 
must be accepted’ now that only 
a change. in national thinking 
will curtail the tangible effects of 
that . wrong thinking. . There ‘ts,
